Reason for allowance 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Claims 1, 3, 5-8, 10, 16-18, and 20-23 are allowed in response to applicant's persuasive 
arguments. 

3. In interpreting the claims, in light of the specification and the applicant's arguments filed 
on January 29, 2009 the examiner finds the claimed invention to be patentably distinct from 
the prior art of record and to be persuasive. The applicant argued in substance that the 
combination of prior art of record fail to disclose the feature of the invention. 

4. The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest individually or in combination a method 
of establishing a session between a correspondent node and a mobile node, the mobile node 
having a home address in a home network and being temporarily connected at a care-of 
address in a foreign network, the session being a quality of service session between the 
correspondent node and the mobile node, the method comprising the steps of generating, in 
the foreign network, a modified reply message of an Internet Protocol packet having a source 
address of the mobile node's care-of address in place of the mobile node's home address and 
having a destination address of the correspondent node; transmitting the modified reply 
message to the correspondent node; and receiving a modified request message in the foreign 
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network, the modified reply message being generated in response to the receipt of the 
modified request message in the foreign network, the modified request message being 
created by replacing a destination address of a request message received in the home network 
with the mobile node's care-of address, the request message received in the home network 
having a source address of the correspondent node and a destination address of the mobile 
node's home address; and wherein the quality of service session is an RSVP session, the 
request message is a Path message, and the modified reply message is a Reservation 
message.
